DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 3/29/06 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each 
non-patent literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other 
information or that portion which caused it to be listed. It has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

The information disclosure statement filed 3/29/06 fails to comply with the provisions of 
37 CFR 1 .97, 1 .98 and MPEP § 609 because there were no eligible copies of foreign 
document and NPL in the record. It has been placed in the application file, but the 
information referred to therein has not been considered as to the merits. Applicant is 
advised that the date of any re-submission of any item of information contained in this 
information disclosure statement or the submission of any missing element(s) will be the 
date of submission for purposes of determining compliance with the requirements based 
on the time of filing the statement, including all certification requirements for statements 
under 37 CFR 1 .97(e). See MPEP § 609.05(a). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

With respect to claims 1 and 13, in step (4), line 1 , "dividing said first range into a 
second range near the peak and a skirt portion not contained in the second range" is 
not defined on what "the peak" in the second range that applicant refer back. Further, in 
step (4), line 10, "said second predetermined intervals" lack antecedent basis, it should 
be --a second predetermined interval- 

With respect to claims 4-6, line 2, the period "." to end the claimed limitation is 
improper, this period"." need to remove. The same problem occurred in claim 12, line 
1 1 , after term "equation", the period need to remove. 

With respect to claims 7-8, line 7, the period "." to end the claimed limitation is 
improper, the period need to remove, then add the period "." at the end of the claims 
(after equations (2) and (4)) to complete the claimed limitation. 

With respect to claims 9-1 1 , please add the period "." at the end of the claims to 
complete the claimed limitation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §101 
3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 1 3-1 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 01 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Especially, the claims drawn to a program, 
therefore, (MPEP 2106.01), the descriptions or expressions of the programs are not 
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physical "things". They are neither computer components nor statutory processes, as 
they are not "acts" being performed. Since the computer program itself is not a process 
and office personnel should treat a claim for a computer program, without a non- 
transitory computer-readable medium needed to realize the computer program's 
functionality, as nonstatutory functional descriptive material. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 -1 5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, 2nd paragraph, and 35 U.S.C 1 01 set forth in this 
Office action.
